The m ajority of the larger 
beer wardens will not be opened a t 
all this sum m er, and for some weeks 
it has been no unusual thing to find 
some of Berlin’s biggest restau ran ts 
and beer halls w ithout a drop of beer 
early In the evening of warm days. 
The sale of beer to households in con­ 
tainers charged 
with 
carbonic ac’d 
gas has been discontinued, and only 
favored old custom ers can still get 
bottled beer. 
Bavaria, the g reatest beer-drinking 
country of the world, where many a 
solid citizen norm ally drinks one to 
two gallons dally, and where the great 
beer halls are filled at alm ost all 
hours of the day, is In a still worse 
plight. 
The tim e in which beer may 
be sold has been steadily shortened, 
and now’ there has come an order per­ 
m itting saloons, beer halls, etc., to 
sell beer only from IO to 12, 2 to 4 
and after 9 o’clock at night. 
Excep­ 
tions are made in the case of beer 
dispensed in factories to their w ork­ 
ers, and by farm ers to their help. No 
beer w hatever may be sold locally un­ 
til after the w ants of the Bavarian 
soldiers have been supplied. 
The scarcity is, of course, due to 
the fact th at the em pire has had to 
lim it strictly the am ount of barley 
which can be turned into m alt. 
This 
am ount has been fixed at 50 per cent 
of the norm al am ount, but brew ers in­ 
terview ed by the Associated Press cor­ 
respondent said they were not able to 
obtain even this am ount. 
An unfor­ 
seen inroad has further been made 
into the available am ount of barley 
by the fact that the shortage of eof 
fe has required the roasting of great 
quantities of barley as a substitute.

probably be 500,000 bales. At the pres­ 
ent price of cotton this will represent 
a direct loss to Texas farm ers of $30.- 
000,000 for the 1916 crop. 
A large 
per cent of this loss can be prevented 
if the farm ers in the weevil infested 
territory will use the precautions ad­ 
vocated in the U nited States depart­ 
m ent of agriculture and the extension 
service of the A gricultural and Me­ 
chanical College. 
At the present tim e, while the cot­ 
ton is yet very sm all, some of it with 
out squares and som e ju st beginning 
to set squares, the farm er will find 
it profitable, provided cheap labor can 
be secured, to have the weevils hand­ 
picked and killed, and all punctured 
squares picked and burned, o n e adult 
weevil or one square th a t has young 
weevils growing on it, destroyed now, 
will mean several thousand weevils* 
less w ithin the next few* weeks.

Hot Sunshine Only Remedy 


It is well for us to continually bear 
in mind th at after our fields once be­ 
come infested 
w ith the 
weevil the 
hot sunshine is about the only rem edy 
for this pest. 
T his being the case, if 
we are to make a crop after the hot 
w eather really sets in in earnest it 
will be necessary for us to keep up 
the cultivation in order to conserve 
all the m oisture possible. 
Specialists and others In lnvestigat 
ing the w-ork of boll weevil control 
have advocated different m ethods as 
im portant, but it is a dem onstrated 
fact th at farm ers who have made the 
m ost m arked success in growing cot 
ton under weevil conditions are the 
farm ers who have followed very close­ 
ly the cultural method* and practices 
outlined in this circular 


We would have it understood th at 
this advice is intended to m eet present 
conditions aud that it is not intended 
to displace our suggestions in regard 
to destruction of stalks and other hi- ( 
bem at ing places, deep fall breaking 
and other m easures of control h ereto­ 
fore advocated.
